^as the flow direction of the straight capillary flow 
00 passage, a discharge port (3) provided at a terminal 
Nend of the straight capillary flow passage, and flow 
Q regulating means (Sa, 8b; 19; 20) for regulating ttie 
flow of the sheath fluid in the straight capillary flow 
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passage to be a laminar flow having a gradient of 
flow velocity. 
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
